Thoughts, a fierce Enemy to Delight,

' | Hippolyto was ſoon convinc'd, that the So- 
lemnity was intended to celebrate the Nuptials 
of that beautiful Country Woman; yet found 
ſo much diverting Variety, that he could not 
be prevail'd upon by Wearineſs to give way to 
Reſt, being well pleas'd to ſee ſome of the Wo- 
men merry, others melancholy, and many of 
them jealous; for there is no Place ſo remote, to 
which Love does not come, nor any Love ſo 
unpoliſh'd, but it is tormented with Jealouſ. 
As he was thus diverted, he obſerv'd that his 
own Candle was gone out, and that four Men 
mask'd came into the Wedding Chamber, one 
of whom put out the Lights, whilſt the reſt 
_ carry'd off the beautiful Bride, and defended | 
themſelves againſt the many Peaſants, who for- 
getting their Mirth, thought of nothing but 
reſcuing her out of their Hands.

up all his Courage, he ſtretch'd out his Arms 


to make way thro the rapid Water, In the

s Hippolyto got to it, and reſolv'd to ſtay there, 
both in regard, the Darkneſs of the Night did

| 3 Flight upon the Appearance of Day, and by 
+ # that Time, the Rain ceaſing, the Violence ot 
the Stream might abate. He wrung his wet- 


BY Cloaths the belt he could, ſpitting out the Wa- 
ter that had forc'd it ſelf into his Mouth, and: 
e again moiſtening his Shoulders with the Streams 
4 that ran down. from his Hair: He blamd- 
C himſelf for his needleſs Curioſity, which had 
a brought him into that unavoidable Trouble. 
o Þ& Being thus reflecting on his Miſcarriages, he 
perceiv'd he was not altoget her alone, as hear- 
it ing ſome Sighs and imperfect Complaints. It 
5 amaz'd him the more, for that by the ſoft Sound 
ir of the Voice, he concluded it was a Woman 
that lamented. This made him draw nearer, 
and ſhe diſcerning a black. Bulk, was ſo far 
e from being ſurpriz'd, that ſhe came forwards - 
to meet him, repeating. the following Words, 
ftho' often interrupted with Tears. They baſely + 
\e & entail their Misfortunes on themſelves, who deſpair - 
ne Relief; and. they are juſtly deſtitute of Comfort, 
who will not allow themſelves the Hope of a better 
Fate. As much as I might have repented, Don

jour Advantage. The unfortunate Woman, ex- 
prefs'd much Joy at the courteous Offers made 
her by Hippolyto, who being ſenſible that Ne- 
ceſſity oblig'd her to accept of them, continu'd * 
the ſame Aſſurances, till he put them in Execu- 
tion. He was often in the Mind to ask her, 

who ſhe was, and what Accident had brought 
her into ſuch a Place; but fill he-forbore, con- 
ſidering that was not a Time curioully to en- 
quire into the Cauſes of what was paſt, but 
carefully to apply ſome Remedy to it. They 
 Fhent what remain'd of the Night diſcourſing 

Ez 55 together, 
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together, and the Storm blowing over; Hippo 
Iyto took freſh Heart to proceed in his Chari- 
table Undertaking. 51 i pd 
As ſoon as the Light of the Sun began to ap- 
pear ; He perceiv'd, that the Rain having ceas'd, 
the Brook had abated much of its Fury, and then 
reſolv'd to ſee what Sort of Creature it was to 
whom he had promis'd his Aſſiſtance. Then 
fixing his Attention on her; he diſcover'd her 
Complexion was fair as Alabaſter ; her Hair of 
a bright Cheſtnut Colour ; her Eyes black ; her 
Eye-laſhes thick ; her Eye-brows proportion'd, 
and at a moderate Diſtance ; her Noſe delicately 
anſwerable to her other Features; her Forehead 
and Temples adorn'd with beautiful Locks; her 
Mouth ſmall, and her Teeth white and even; 
her Hands plump and ſhort. Her Habit was 
cover'd with a Duſt Gown; her Stays richly 
embroider'd, and her Petticoat of Cloth of Sil- 
ver. Her Voice, which is often no ſmall Addi- 
tion to Beauty, was ſoft, ſweet and harmonious, 
and her Diſcourſe rather learned than what bare- 
ly might be expected from a well bred Lady. 
Who could behold ſuch a beautiful Object and 
not fall in Love? Who could refuſe to yield to 
ſuch Perfection, without being thought inſen- 
ible? * if 
The Power of Love was never ſo much cirr 
cumſcrib'd, as to be confin'd to Laws; fer as 
Batius ſays, Love is the griateſt Law to it ſelf; 


| 80 that Hippolyto began to Love in a Moment, 
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and that ſo paſſionately, that it would rather 
have Jook'd like Madneſs, had not the Object 
been ſo very deſerving. He was fo far happy, 
as that his Love was not altogether unfortu- 
nate in its Birth, for the Lady caſting her Eyes 
upon him, ſaw ſuch a Man as ſhe could have 
deſcrib'd to Form in her own Fancy; of a juſt 
Stature, a pleaſing Mien; not fo fair as to be 
effeminate, nor of ſo dark a Complexion as to 
de difagreeable, well ſhap'd, of a good Car- 
riage, a modeſt Freedom, a ſerious Look, and ſo- 
lid Judgment; and tho' clad in a ſhort Caſſock 
of Haircloth, becoming what he then profeſs d, 
yet ſo graceful, that he ſeem'd not to want the 
Ornament of the moſt coſtly Habit, notwith- 
ſtanding the late Storm, and Misfortune befallen 
him had taken away much of his Grace and 
Mien.

Upon theſe Conſiderations our brave Pilgrim 
reſolv'd to make an Experiment, whether it be 
true as is ſaid, that Women's admitting of Obli- 
gations is a beginning of Love; and ſo to try, 
whether his Paſſion might gain Acceſs this Way,

Having advis d with the Lady, and obtain d her 


Conſent, he reſolv d to carry her to ſome Place, 
where ſhe might be oblig'd by his Civility, and 
tell him, who ſhe was, and what ſtrange Acci- 
dent brought her into the Danger in which he 
found her. He took her up in his Arms, to 
carry her over the aforeſaid Brook, and wetted . 
himſelf again to ſave her; He walk'd over as 
leaſurely as could be, for Fear of parting too 
ſoon with his pleaſing Burden, then ſet her down -. 
on the Bank, and having again wrung his wer 
Cloaths, they both mov'd forwards - together. 
All his Study was to divert and encourage her 
with the Hope of being near ſome Place of Re- 
poſe; tho indeed ſhe ſtood not much in need of 
comfortable Words, for her Reſolution was ſuch 
as would aſtoniſh thoſe, who before had lookd 
upon her with Eyes of Compaſſion; They had 
not travell'd long before they came into a de- 
lightful Meadow, in which a great Number-of - 
black Cattle were grazing, and among them ſe- 
veral ſtately wild Bulls. Hippolyzo obſerving 
them to look about and leave their Paſture, be- 
gan to ſuſpect their Danger, and was ſoon con- 
vinc'd it was unavoidable, when he ſaw one of 
them leave the reſt and draw near to him-

The Lady was ſo thankful for this Kindneſs, 


F that her Glatitude ſeem'd even to exceed the 
Value of it: Hippolyto excus'd his Valour ; al- 


ledging that all the Honour was due to her 
Preſence, and to the good Fortune of finding 


that Sword to defend bimſelf with. The beau- 
tiful Lady caſt her Eye upon ir, and having 


well view'd it in her own Hand, faid, I look 


upon this as @ beginning. of my better Fortune, for 


then Felicity truly commences, when, we perceive 
the Loſs Evils. Whillt the Lady thus gazd 
and admird, Hippolyto prey a. fmall Bulk, 
which glictering 1n the foul Oule the Brook had 


caſt up, ſeem'd to dazzle and impoſe upon the 
Sight; and drawing near, diſcoverd it was a 
Horſes Furniture embroider d full of Gold Flow- 
ers. He drew it out of the Mire and Teturning 
to the, Lady, it confirm'd the Sulpicion ſhe had 
before conceiv d, and perhaps convinc d her of 
what 
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what ſhe.could have wiſh'd. The diſcreet Pil- 
grim eaſily guels'd at ſomething of the interior 
Motions, by theſe exterior Tokens; having ſuf- 
ficient Grounds for what he imagin'd in the 
Horſes Furniture and the Sword, and his having 
heard the Name of Don Henry, when firſt he 
came a ſtronger and unknown into the Lady's 
Company, From theſe Principles he inferr'd, 
that was the Name of ſome Gentleman, who 
had been with her; and tho' by her Words, 
ſhe rather diſcover'd a Hatred, than any Love 
for him; yet was he extremely uneafie, conſi- 
dering he was either her Husband, or her Lover;

So eager 
were Halerid's Friends to revenge his Blood, that 
as ſoon as ever they had Lꝰave to ſet Fire to the 
Houſe, which was our Defence, and uſe all poſ- 
ſible Means ro ſeize us, they began to provide

We ſeeing what they were about, en- 
deavour'd from above to keep them at a Diſtance,

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caſting down Stones; but they, reiting long 
Pieces of Timber by Night againſt the Wall, 
and laying Planks acrols them, ſo cover d 
themſelves, that we could do them no Harm.

we have thus far liv'd together, we may both 
run the ſame Fortune, I went to the Window, 
and perceiv'd that my dear Miltreſs was at hers, 
and having made the uſual Sign to be ſatiafy d 
it was (he, in a low Voice told her, our Affairs 
were now in a better Poſture. She eaſily be- 
liev'd me, and exprcfs'd much Satisfaction in 
her Words, which might have been {cn on her 
Countenance, had not the Night been ſo dark. 
She ask'd, how our Condition came to be fo 


much mended, and l told her it was not then a

A leſſer Calamity is to be 
wiſh d for, if it be to avoid a greater, not as a 
Calamity, but as the leſſer. Remember, that the

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other Way there is certain and ignomi- 
nious Dea; this Way it is Jake, * our 
Heart dues not tail us; Conſider then, which 
you will rather chooſe, that certain Loſs of Lite 
and Honour, or this which is fo dubious, He 
anſwer d diſcreetly, that our firſt Care ought to 
be tor the Spiritual Life, which was the ſureſt 
Way he advis'd. In ſhort, he did what he 
could to perſwade me; but my Reſolution ma- 
king me Deaf, and the Deſire of Eſcaping ren- 
dring me Dumb, I now neither anſwer'd a Word, 
nor took Notice of what he faid ; but when !

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When Don Carlos ſaw the happy Event of my 
Boldneſs, he almoſt belam'd himſelf for endea- 
vouring to diſſwade me, and being aſham d of 
himſelf, and encourag'd -by my ple, re- 
ſolv'd ro follow me.

How little did | think 
of that baſe Servant's wicked Deſigns, when | 
writ this Letter; but it is cafſy to impoſe upon 
thoſe who think no Harm. Theſe were the 
Contents of the Paper, which Laurencio con- 
vey'd to Don Henry, who having bountiſully 
rewarded him, diſcover'd how his Agairs ſtoc d.

Her Fore- 
head was full of Wrinkles, meeting every Way; 
on her Head was a dirty Clour, without any 
Hair; her Eyes fo ſunk, that they were 
nearer her Brain than Eye-brows, the beſt 
Thing belonging to them, being two great Pearls, 
which almoſt cover d the Sight; her Noſe ſtood
